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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that Robertson does not teach 
the claimed limitation "receiving records of individuals from an existing database automatically and without registration by the 
individuals". Robertson teaches whenever a second user changes any information in any data field of his data record, the information in 
that field is automatically updated in the information database of each first user whom he has given permission to view the information in 
that data field. When the system automatically updates any data field of the first users by using changed field of the second user, the 
system automatically receives change of any data field of the second users and automatically populate changed field of the second users 
in the data field of the first user. The above information shows that the first user automatically receives the data fields of second user 
whenever the second user allows the first user to view their record. It means that the second user does not register for sending his or her 
records to the first user (col. 3, lines 10-25).. 
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
